ALBANY — In a recent 
survey sent to all graduates 
of the 1977 Class of Albany 
High School, some interest- 
ing results have emerged 
from the fifty percent who 
took the time to respond to 
the questionaire. 

Answering a series of 

uestions put. together by 
the faculty of Albany High 
School, the former students 
were queried on all phases 
of school activities and cur- 
riculum. 

On the positive side, ac- 
cording to James Walker, 
principal of the school, 
were the high ratings given 
by former students to the 
business courses, English 
and math. The lowest rat- 
ings were given to foreign 
languages, science and so- 
cial studies. One area, how- 
ever, was criticized by the 
graduates.Most consis- 
tently in the answers were 
comments on student coun- 
seling, Less than 30% of the 
students responding to the 
queries felt counselors gave 
good information in plan- 
ning their high school prog- 
rams or in helping them 
prepare for post-graduation 
activities. 

Commenting on this, 
Waler said ‘‘these students 
graduated almost two years 
ago; we’ve made changes 
jn the counseling depart- 
ment since that time.

Of the 67 percent who com- 
prise the work force in the 
immediate area, only 24 
percent of them have made 
a committment to stay with 
their present employment. 

In retrospect, the major- 
ity of the grads answering 
the survey recall most of 
their teachers made classes 
interesting and that the 
quality of Albany High 
School met their educa- 
tional needs. They also, in 
the majority, agreed the 
teacher made the materials 
available for education 
material to them.

ALBANY — The regular 
meeting of the Albany Civil 
Service Commission was 
held last Wednesday with 
all members present.

On the reorganization of 
the Commission, Jerry 
Corniola was elected to 
succeed Taylor as chair- 
man and Ed Howe was 
elected vice-chairman. 
After the selection of the 
new officers of the Com- 
mission, Thelma Rubin 
made a motion, that pas- 
sed, thanking Taylor for his 
work as chairman of the 
Commission and offering 
him a vote of confidence for 
his continued work with the 
Commission. 

During the meeting, a 
Resolution was presented to 
Bette Rhodes for her many 

ears of work as secretary 
0 the Commission. In addi- 
tion to the honored guest, 
William E. Haden, City 
Administrator, Fire Chief 
Mike Koepke, City Coun- 
cilwoman Joyce Jackson 
and Mrs. Ruth Ganong at- 
tended the presentation 
ceremony. Refreshments 
were served at the conclu- 
sion of the meeting. 

Daniel Roche, an Albany 
firefighter, brought up the 
subject of the tests recently 
given for department 
promotions. In the Fire 
Captain test, which he took, 
he felt that some of the 
answers he was charged 
with being incorrect were, 
in his opinion, correct and 
asked for a re-evaluation of 
the test. He suggested a re- 
scoring by the Civil Service 
Commission but the Board 
felt the checking should be 
done at the State level and 
ordered the tests sent to the 
California Cooperative 
Personnel Service. The 
seven applicants for the 
Fire Captain position did 
not pass the test, the high- 
est score being 67.14 per- 
cent. On the other hand, the 
one person who took the 
examination for Assistant 
Chief scored 72.35 percent 
and passed the test. 


According to Haden, the 
test is a new one and has 
been used by four agencies 
throughout the state with a 
total of 18 persons taking 
the test. Of the 18, the aver- 
age was 60.16 percent, while 
the average for the Albany 
applicants was 60.5 percent. 
Out of the total of 18 taking 
the test, the scores ran from 
73 percent to 43 percent. 
statewide. Albany’s scores 
ran from a high of 73 per- 
cent to a low of 43 percent. 
According to Haden, the 
City Charter sets the pas- 
sing grade and he 
suggested an average of 
58.57 percent be made the 
passing grade. It can not be 
done at the present time.

ALBANY — The first step 
in a possible annual State 
pees of $176,000 to Al- 

any Unified School Dis- 
trict was taken last Wed- 
nesday at the California Se- 
nate in Sacramento, ac- 
cording to Charles E. Me- 
Cully, Albany’s Superin- 
tendent of Schools. 


Senator Nicholas Petris 
of Alameda County, intro- 
duced SB 199 that. if 
enacted into law. will re- 

lace half of the money the 
ocal school district lost 
when Prop. 13 became law. 

The bill by Senator Petris 
will enable all districts in 
California who derived 
three percent, or more, of 
the total budget revenues 
prior to Proposition 13 from 
county tax income for non- 
immigrant and non-citizen 
students, to recover lost re- 
venues, McCully said. Prior 
to Prop. 13, a county-wide 
tax was levied and 
Alameda County reim- 
bursed Albany for that 
amount of the budget that 
was revenue for the stu- 
dents’ education. The Al- 
bany district certified the 
amount to the satisfaction 
of Alameda coin 
superintendent of schools. 


The loss, to date, of the 
special funds from the non- 
immigrant and non-citizens 
funding amounts to $352,000 
and in July 1979, there will 
be no money from any 
source to pe up the money 
that has been available in 
past years. 


SB 119 by Senator Petris 
is corrective legislation to 
replace money removed 
last year for non-immigrant 
and non-citizen students,”’ 
McCully said. *‘It’s intro- 
duction and passage in the 
Senate Education Commit- 
tee is just the first step in a 
long. long road to success. 
We have to pass the Senate 
Finance Committee, then 
the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, then 
back to the full legislature 
and, finally, the Governor’s 
signature before we are as- 
sured of the money.”

One of the most interesting 
of the group is one showing 
the entire Albany Police 
force in May, 1938. The 
force was composed of 
Chief Jester, Sgt. Charles 
Hardy, Patrolmen John 
Vierango, Harry Stevenson, 
Frank Davis, Ken Nicker- 
son and Stanly Williams. 

Williams became Chief 
when Chief Jester went into 
the Navy in 1943 and John 
Vierango became Chief of 
Police in Turlock. 

In those days, the police 
officers owned their cars, 
the city supplied the 
gasoline and there were no 
two way radios; as a matter 
of fact, there wasn’t at the 
time when Chief Jester took 
over, any police radio sys- 
tem. The men would report 
in from call boxes and if 
fl] they were needed, they 
would be summoned by a 
whistle on the top of City 
Hall. With the advent of 
radio, Albany’s first woman 
was hired for the police de- 
partment. In 1939, Sigred 
Oakley was named clerk 
and soon became a full 
fledged police woman. 

An abortion mill was 
oper atin in Albany and 
Chief Jester became aware 
of the mill, but needed 
someone to “get the goods”’ 
on the operators of the mill, 
so he made Oakley a 
policewoman to work the 
case. Her police work re- 
sulted in the closing of the 
mill, it might be noted. 


In addition, Chief Jester, 
when he took over the de- 
partment, installed a three 
way filing system that is 
still a model of cross filing 
for police Hepartments. His 
innovation was so great it 
was picked up by J. Edgar 
Hoover as a model for small 
police departments 
throughout the country. 


Chief Jester first came to

resident of Hayward, left 
Albany’s police department 
in 1943 when he went into 
the Navy on a leave of ab- 
sence.

dents with whist parties, 
dances and a continual 
round of parties, etc., at the 
American Legion Hall. He 
said politics were still going 
then, as they are now, with 


‘the Fire Chief being the 


pawn of the City Council. 
Every time a new Council 
was elected, or a new 
mayor named, a new Fire 
Chief was announced. 


Council meetings were 
just about the same then as 
they are now. In those days, 
the late Kathy Zahn was the 
thorn in the side of the City 
Council. She subsequently 
became a Councilwoman 
and was a great influence in 
city politics. According to 
Chief Jester, *‘some say she 
(Mrs. Zahn) turned out to 
be one of the better people 
to serve on that body.” 


At one time, students of 
high school grades went to 
Berkeley High School as 
there was no high school in 
Albany, Chief Jester noted. 
There was no busing of stu- 
dents and the children were 
not allowed tardiness nor 
were there any tutors for 
those that had been expel- 
led from school for infraci- 
tons of rules, ‘Once out, 
you stayed out,’’ as Chief 
Jester put it. 


Even in those days, there 
were the weekly dances. 
The American Legion spon- 
sored a weekly dance at 
Marin School and to insure 

eace, they hired, or paid 
or, a special officer to 
police the dance and the 
area around the school. 
Chief Jester hired the man 


for the job and the first man 
he hired was Art Smith, 
whom he subsequently ap- 
pointed as a patrolman with 
the Police Department 


Chief Jester touched on 
the parades that were held 
in Albany and reminisced 
about the famous Albany 
“49er”’ parades preceeding 
the World’s Fair at Trea- 
sure Island, celebrating the 
opening of the Oakland-San 
Francisco Bay Bridge and 
the Golden Gate Bridge. 


When war clouds 
gathered for World War II. 
Albany, under the direction 
of Chief Jester, organized a 
Civil'Devense program that 
became the model for al 
most the entire country. It 
was in Albany where a 
school was established for 
First Aid, Fire and Bomb 
Defenses, Auxiliary Police 
and home care in case of 
emergency and catas- 
trophe. A minimum of 100 
hours was needed to 
graduate from the schoo- 
land many persons from

outside of Albany were en- 
rolled in the schools and re- 
ceived certificates, Chief 
Jester said. The Civil De- 
fense program was that of 
the homeowners of Albany. 
ey of them set up a 
sterile room, stocked wih 
food, water, medicines and 
bandages to be used as 
emergency rooms in case of 
bombing or attack that cal- 
led for the use of Civil De- 
fense. All of the programs 
were the brainchildren of 
Chief Jester, and it is one 
pee of his career in Al- 
any that has been an out- 
standing achievement. 

Then, as now, Albany 
took care of its senior citi- 
zens as well as pre-school 
children. Both were housed 
in buildings behind the old 
Times Building and were 
erected during the WPA 
days of 1932-38, Chief Jester 
said the two programs were 
started by Ed Howell, who 
later became Alameda 
County manager, and Ed 
Morris. Morris later was 
head of the school on First 
Aid and was in charge of the 
Red Cross program for 
Civil Defense. 

During the Fair at Trea- 
sure Island, the police de- 
partments of Alameda, San 
Mateo and San Francisco 
counties furnished a 
number of men, according 
to the size of the ‘individual 
department, to police the 
grounds and crowds. Al- 
bany furnished one man 
who was paid by the Fair 
authority. The Albany man, 
on a rotating basis, tried to 
work on time off so as not to 
lose pay from the city police 
department and not lose 
their regular day off. The 
Department also furnished 
off duty policemen for the 
football games at Univer- 
sity of California, They 
were paid by the University 
and worked on their day off. 

Chief Jester said he re- 
ceived quite a shock when 
he returned to Albany fol- 
lowing the end of the war. 
The town had grown im- 
mensely and a great many 
new stores had opened on 
what. when he left, were 
vacant lots. He said it was a 
shock to find that many re- 
sidents had fortotten him in 
the short ten years he had 
been out ef Albany. 

On the recommendation 
of J. Edgar Hoover, he was 
hired as Chief of Police of 
Fargo, North Dakota, and 
served there until he was 
called back into the Navy at 
the outbreak of the Korean 
conflict. 

At the end of the Korean 
conflict, he came back to 
the area and worked for 
Frank Coakley, who was 
then District Attorney of 
Alameda County. He 
headed the bunco squad of 
the D.A.’s office and then 
was named a lieutenant to 
head up the Welfare Fraud 
Unit of the District Attor- 
ney’s office where he had 10 
detectives working under 
his direction plus an office 
force to make the depart- 
ment 38 strong. He also 
worked on the famous Ab- 
bott murder case for Caok- 
ley. 

He is now retired com- 
pletely, holding a card as a 
retired Commander in the 
U.S, Navy as well as being 
retired from the County of 
Alameda. With his wife, he 
still visits Albany and still 
is amazed at the vitality of

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Deaf and hearing-impaired 
taxpayers can receive free 
tax assistance through a 
special toll-free TV-phone 
or teletypewriter system. 


This is possible, accord- 
ing to Michael Sassi, north- 
ern California District Di- 
rector for Internal. Re- 
venue, by use of a device 
that electronically connects 
a telephone receiver to 
either a television screen 
and keyboard (TV-phone) 
or to a teletypewriter 
(TTY). 


To get assistance, Sassi 
said, the individual must 
call without charge with 
IRS hookup headquarters in 
Indianapolis, Indiana. 
When a response is re- 
ceived, the taxpayer types 
a question which is trans- 
mitted over telephone lines. 
The answer from IRS is 
made in the same manner. 
Since no vocal responses 
can be made through this 
system, the toll-free 
number can only be used by 
people with access to the 
special equipment. 


Many deaf and hearing- 
impaired persons have one 
of these systems in their 
homes. Those who don’t 
may be able to use equip- 
ment available through 
local service agencies or 
organizations for the deaf.

During 1978, the total 
mileage of all the police 
cars came to 200,072, but 

asoline consumption 

ropped by 1,010 gallons in 

1978 as against 1977. The 
number of police vehicles 
remained at 12 as in previ- 
ous years, but the increase 
in mileage reflects the ef- 
forts of keeping the cars in 
tip-top mechanical condi- 
tion.

The clear- 
ance rate for 1977 of 26 
cases came to a percentage 
of 41.93. Again, June was 
the month of the greatest 
activity with a total of 14 
recorded offenses while 
March and November 
showed the least activit, 
with only four cases eac 
month. 

During 1978, Albany re- 
corded one murder, the kil- 
ling of Geoffrey Westerlund 
in November. The Albany 
police arrested a couple 
who have been charged 
with the crime. 

Other crimes, as reported 
by Chief Simmons, included 
four reported kidnaps, 
three rapes and two at- 
tempted rapes during 1978. 
As in past years, auto theft 
was one of the leaders in the 
crime statistics with a re- 
ported 79 cars stolen in 1978 
as against 54 in 1977. The 
recovery rate, however, 
was better in 1978 when 63 
cars were returned for a in- 
crease of 14.5 percent. 

On a comparison basis of 
the policing agencies of the 
area, the Albany force of 23 
men and five clerical work- 
ers and Chief Simmons 
shows up very well as to 
both crime suppression and 
crime clearance. It might 
be noted that there was no 
increase in the personnel of 
the police department dur- 
ing 1978. The work force 
remained at 33 with four 
civilian employees.

The Feb, 7 issue of the Al- 
bany Times printed a re- 
port on the controversy 
over management at 
Gateview, and I feel it is 
necessary to clarify some of 
the statements made. Just 
to set the record straight, I 
would like to remind the 
members of the McKinley 
Towers Neighborhood 
Council of the following 
facts: (1) The vote taken at 
the Dec. 7 meeting of the 
board was not a vote to 
employ a management 
company to manage 
Gateview. It was to secure 
from BSD Associates ad- 
ministrative financial ser- 
vices. (2) There was NO 
mention of board intent to 
abolish the job of resident 
manager. Had this been the 
case I would not have voted 
in favor of the proposal. 

Events leading to the con- 
tract with BSD Associates 
were the following: (1) The 
board reduced the office 
staff to one person. Since 
there was more work to do 
in the office than one person 
could comfortably handle, 
the secretary/bookkeeper 
was greatly overworked. 
However, despite this, the 
books were balanced every 
month, bills were paid 
prone late assessments 
were followed up, and our 
auditor had expressed the 
feeling that short handed as 
we were in the office, our 
business affairs were being 
taken care of efficiently. (2) 
This was not enough, 
though, for the president of 
the board. He wanted a 
monthly ANALYTICAL fi- 
nancial statement. (3) Be- 
cause, due to time limita- 
tions, he could not get this, 
he blamed both the secret- 
ary and the manager. (4) 
He repeatedly made the 
flat, unsubstantiated 
charge that our manager 
was not performing satis- 
factorily. (5) Carrying on 
with this theme he 
suggested that a manage- 
ment firm be hired to pro- 
vide administrative ser- 
vices to ‘help’? the man- 
ager. 

Some of our residents be- 
came confused about the 
role and responsibilities of 
the manager, and the role 
and responsibilities of the 
clerical staff. They were led 
to believe that “something 
was wrong in the office” 
and the manager’s de- 
ficiencies were ‘causing 
it.” “He had to have help.” 
Frankly, I could never see 
why. The office was func-
